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WHAT THE SALE OF THE THEATRE MEANS. 


The sale of the La Crosse theatre was the inevitable outcome of dis­ 
couraging conditions that had arisen owing to differences of opinion among 
the stockholders as to the management. 
The theatre was built with the idea of making money, to be sure. But 
the gentlemen who built it were moved more than by this consideration, by 
pride in their home city. La Crosse needed an up-to-date theatre, and with 
this motive men who love La Crosse well expended their money liberally 
to secure the desired improvement. Of course they wanted it to pay, but 
the returns they would get were entirely a matter of speculation at the 
time they laid down their good dollars to build the structure. 
For a time, so the story goes, it did not pay. Then Manager Stras 
took hold of it, and it paid dividends—at times very liberal dividends. Grad­ 
ually, however, there arose the embarrassing conditions that have culminat­ 
ed in what is practically a forced sale of the property, and strange enough, 
it is Manager Stras, the man who first made it pay, who is regarded by the 
interested public as the cause of the final disposition of the property. 
A theatre is a good deal like a newspaper—it is dependent to a great 
extent upon the good will of the public for its success. The business judg­ 
ment and close dealing that made the manager able for a time to keep 
the balance on the right side of the ledger, were offset by an unfortu­ 
nate disinclination to court the friendship of the theatre’s 
patrons. 
The 
money made by misrepresentation of attractions was bad money, and in 
the end brought the institution into disrepute. Failure to show proper con- 
* 
' 
sideration of the rights and usual privileges of troupe managers created a 
universal feeling against the house, and the institution fell into bad odor 
with the powers that control the best theatrical productions, so that 
the better class of attractions could not be secured. 
Moreover, people whose attendance should have been discouraged be- 
! came regular patrons of the theatre, much to the displeasure of the more 
exacting element of society. Complaint arose, and the stockholders, none 
of whom was in any way at fault, differed as to the cause of the trou­ 
ble. The division centered upon 
the release or retention of the man­ 
ager, and about a year ago it resulted in the old relations being severed 
and a lease being made to Mr. Stras. 
Thereafter 
followed a year of 
loss and disappointment, during which matters became more unsettled. 
At last it all culminated in the sale that was announced 
yesterday. 
It was felt that there must be a rehabilitation of the theatre in the pub­ 
lic favor; this could not be done by a company 
divided 
against 
itself 
and by a manager who did not enjoy the good will of the people to whom 
he looked for trade. The condition had become insufferable to the gentle­ 
men who had sacrificed their money to give La Crosse a theatre of which 
all might be proud. So, when a buyer was found, especially in view of the 
fact that wealthy outside interests were threatening to build a magnificent 
new theatre here to compete with the present playhouse, terms were made 
and the sale was consummated. 
But the sale may fail to accomplish the results that are looked for 
by theatregoers. It all depends upon the management. The purchasers are 
certified to as men of tact and judgment, and it is fair to expect that they 
will do what may be done to bring the theatre back to its old place 
in 
the hearts of the people. It has been announced that a change in the ac­ 
tive management will be made. That may mean that Mr. Gage will attend 
to the active work himself; this probably would be wise, but it is a fact that 
the services of a man thoroughly familiar with the city and the conditions 
prevailing here would be useful to the new firm for a time at least. That 
this is being considered is evidenced 
by the evidently authoritative 
statement that a “local man” may be employed. 
Who will the local man be? That is the all important question which 
is being mooted by lovers of the play. Will the new company make the 
mistake of retaining an employe whose presence will mean the continuation 
of the old trouble and dissatisfaction with its accompanying element 
of 
shrinking business? 


It is the business of the gentlemen who have put up their good money 
to buy this theatre and make it go, but it is also the business of the people 
who will patronize the house, or at least it is of keen interest to them. 
Well-wishers of Gage & Wahlhutor hope that these gentlemen will 
take 
careful stock of the circumstances that put the “for sale” sign on their 
new acquisition, and will so conduct the house as to make it a property 
so valuable to them that a year hence double the money they have paid 
will not buy it. They are said to know their business well, and we be­ 
lieve they will avoid the ordinary errors to which strangers in any com­ 
munity are liable. La Crosse wishes them success, and it should be the 
pleasure of everybody who appreciates intelligence and courtesy in the
